New Hospital Wing Will 
Provide Up-to-date Services 


Expected To Be Ready 
For Occupancy 
By First of Year 

The addition ter (he Vulcan Mun¬ 
icipal Hospital is well on its way 
to completion and is expected to 
be ready for occupancy by the 
first of thh year. 

With this addition Vulcan will 
have one of the most up-to-date 
small hospitals in .the province. 
The wards in the .new wing are 
all one-and two-bed wards and 
those who have been ill and hos¬ 
pitalized in the present buildnig 
will realize what an advantage it 
will be to be able to place a new 
operative case or one who is very 
ill In a private or semi-private 
ward. The new wing will also con 
tain a laboratory operating room, 
case room, nursery, isolation 
suite, public waiting room, mat¬ 
ron's and secretary’s offices and 
a doctors’ rest room. The new X- 
ray suite will be modern in every 
detail, together with the very lat¬ 
est in modern X-ray equipment. 
The additional facilities made av¬ 
ailable will fill a long-felt need in 
the community. 

The furnishing and equipping of 
the new wing is not included in 
the contract for the building and 
the hospital board is now faced 
with the problem of additional fi¬ 
nancing. A sum has been set aside, 
for this purpose but it is not' suf¬ 
ficient to meet the need. Proper 
equipment is extremely expensive 
and some of the purchases already 
made and their cost are as follows; 
Case Room Table. $1,000.00; Water 
Pressure Sterilizer. $1,426.15; Pres¬ 
sure Dressing Sterilizer' $2,234.65; 
Operating Room Light. $1,000.00; 
X-ray. S4.562.45; Ward Furniture. 
$5,051.40.

Free Fruit Trees 

In commenting on the way In which the western 
tree plaanting campaign has transformed the face 
of the prairie, the Farm and Ranch Review recom¬ 
mends that the campaign be carried farther to in¬ 
clude free fruit trees. It is suggested that the In¬ 
clusion of a small orchard is the natural extension 
of the shelterbelt program. 

The planting. of shelter-belts on the treeless 
plains has come largely from the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment's free tree policy. Trees suitable to any 
given area are available in quantity for the asking. 

Experimental stations have been developing har¬ 
dy strains of crabapples, hybrid plums, apples, cher¬ 
ries and small fruits, especially adapted to the vary¬ 
ing climatic condition of different sections of the 
west But fruit culture in a general way has advan¬ 
ced slowly and has not been pushed at it might be 

At Morden. Brooks, Lethbridge end other experi¬ 
mental stations excellent work ha« been going for¬ 
ward in proving adaptability of the different types 
of fruit trees or bushes. But the wide distribution of 
such desirable produce has not been pushed.. 

"If the farmers of the West are to get the bene¬ 
fit of this experimentation" says the editorial, “a 
change of emphasis is necessary. We would like to 
see experimental stations get on with the business 
of producing fruit trees by the thousand for free 
distribution to the farmers. This might be regarded 
as unfair competition with private nurseries. But 
what seems very important is a vast increase in 
production and distribution of fruit trees. The pre¬ 
sent system is not getting fruit grown as It might 
be within those shelter belts on the farms. 

“In addition why can’t Experimental Stations get 
together on free sample shipment* 7 Why not In¬ 
clude an apple, crab or plum tree in shipments of 
shelter belts, together with directions for planting 
and care? That would be an encouraging factor in 
building a small orchard in the comer of the garden. 

"Gypsies don't plant trees, and particularly not 
fruit trees. When a man plants a tree on his farm 
his own roots go into the soil. The farmer who can 
be luted into having an orchard of his own is the 
farmer who will stay on the farm ”

CHURCH NOTES 


A NEW METHOD 
OF RESEARCH 


The new Science Service Labor¬ 
atories situated at Lethbridge were 
formally opened on September 23. 
Scientific research in all fields ol 
human effort is going ahead these 
days in leaps and bounds; there 
is, of course the same necessity 
for modern cientific research in 
agriculture as with anything else. 
Magnificent work has been done 
by Canadian agriculture scientists 
j in past years. As a rule each sep¬ 
arate agricultural problem Invol¬ 
ving scientific research has be*>n 
conducted more or less by Indi¬ 
vidual scientists, or by a small 
group of scientists, attacking each 
problem lit a number of In divid¬ 
ual points. 

The conception of the new Scie¬ 
nce Service Laboratories however 
is to assemble at one point teams 
of different kinds of scientists so 
that many different types of scien¬ 
tific research effort can be con¬ 
centrated on the solving of any 
one problem; it is considered that 
thereby quicker and better results 
will ensue. Today, therefore, the 
Lethbridge Laboratories are staf¬ 
fed by many different kinds of 
scientists such as plant and ani¬ 
mal pathologists, bacteriologists 
botanists, chemists, entomologists, 
microbiologists and others, all 
working as a team. Should this 
type of team work in agriculture 
''research, as established now at 
Lethbridge, prove successful, then 
it is expected that a number of 
other similar Science Service Lab¬ 
oratories will be established throu¬ 
ghout the Dominion.

quickly at market prices unmark¬ 
etable surpluses before they de¬ 
press prices, and that the organi¬ 
zation would then sell these tem¬ 
porary surpluses at greatly reduc¬ 
ed prices to certain countries in 


grave need of food, and whi'"h 
could.not afford to buy at tvgulai 
market prices.

Interprovincial received the 
board’s approval June 10 to con¬ 
struct a 450-mile lilVe from Edmon¬ 
ton to .Regina. The Regina-Gretna 
extension is 340 miles. No permit 
is required to proceed with the 
final 360 Iniles from Gretna to 
Superior. 

Dr. Hopkins said the choice of 
the American route for the final 
section of the line was indicated 
by the substantially lower costs 
than would have been possible ov¬ 
er any Canadian route. The dis¬ 
tance to the American lakehead is 
shorter, the country is generally 
flat, without rocks, and an almost 
straight line can be followed. 
Much of the terrain between Win¬ 
nipeg and the Canadian lakehead 
is rugged, broken, and covered 
with bare rock, studded with lakes 
and muskeg. The physical difficul¬ 
ties and cost of building a pipe¬ 
line through such territory would 
make it impracticable. 

From Edmonton to Regina the 
line will be of 20-inch pipe; from 
Regina to Gretna of 16-inch, and 
from Gretna to the lakes of 18- 
inch pipe. Dr. Hopkins said. Orders 
for the purchase of pipe for the 
entire line have been placed and 
all deliveries should be completed 
by the third quarter of 1950. A- 
bout 177,000 tons of steel will be 
required. » 

Initial capacity of the line from 
Edmonton to Regina it will be 70.. 
000 barrels a day. Additional pum¬ 
ping stations can be added as re¬ 
quired to increase the capacity of 
the line. 

Survey work on more than 400 
miles of the line has already been 
completed. Actual construction is 
expected to employ between 1,000 
and 1.500 men for about 150 days

SCHOOL LUNCH IS * 

A VITAL PROBLEM 

One of the most important items 
of the fall school opening, and one 
of the countless worries it brings 
to the homemaker, is the prepara¬ 
tion of school lunches.

With the advent of the combine 
harvester, straw disposal has be¬ 
come more of a problem than it 
was under the old binder-thresher 
method of harvesting. This has led 
many farmers to the widespread 
practice of burning stubble in the 
autumn, a dangerous and waste¬ 
ful method, which should be avoid¬ 
ed wherever possible, says C. H. 
Anderson, Dominion Exiierimental 
Station. Bvaverlodge, Alta. 

A heavy accumulation of straw 
may cause an initial reduction in 
the .formation of nitrates but after 
a few weeks these plant foods will 
be formed quite rapidly. If a crop 
is seeded on land where a heavy 
stubble has been worked into the 
soil. It might suffer from a lack of 
nitrate during the early stages of 
growth.- A light application of am¬ 
monium phosphate fertilizer of 
high nitrogen content would over¬ 
come this. 

Straw adds fibre to the soil and 
in the case ot geey-wooded soils 
especially it tends to prevent bas¬ 
ing or hardening of the soil. Straw 
increases th - water holding capac- 
ation. Furthermore, the continued 
itv of such soils and improves aer- 
burning of stubble predisposes the 
soil to wind and water erosion. 

Sometimes the disposal of .sur¬ 
plus straw constitutes a problem. 
Can? must be taken where crops 
are heavy to use a spreader on 
the combine to distribute the 
straw evenly over the field. Even 
so in heavy stands it may be nec- 
ossary to use a stubble mulcher

HOW TO HAMMER 

It is little consolatidn after hit¬ 
ting your thumb violently with a 
hammer, to hear the old wise¬ 
crack "Why don’t you hold the 
hammer with both hands?” And 
in any case, it’s not the way the 
hammer is held, so much as th® 
way the nail is held. 

There are two ways to hammer 
a nail. One often leads to smash¬ 
ed thumbs; the other to the In¬ 
sertion of the nail without trouble. 
The correct way is to hold the nail 
between the thumb and forefinger 
near the head of the nail. If the 
nail slips, the hammer head tends 
to brush the thumb and finger to 
one side with little damage. 

The wrong way to support the 
nail Is at the base. This results In 
injury because the thumb and fore¬ 
finger are more or less station¬ 
ary against the surface being nail¬ 
ed. If the nail slips the hammer 
descends and smashes the thumb 
and forefinger against the solid 
surface.

How To Cut Down 
Highway Accidents 


The fundamentals of safe driv¬ 
ing Include care, courtesy and 
common sense. These, with obser¬ 
vance of the following rules of 
the road, can cut down the toll of 
death and injury: 

L Speed: Any speed which is 
unsafe under prevailing condit¬ 
ions, even though it is under the 
speed limit, is illegal. Speed limits 
(50 m.p h. in most places) are 
simply maximum rates, which are 
permitted only under favorable 
conditions. Slow speed which blo¬ 
cks normal and reasonable traffic 
is also illegal. - 

2. Keep to right: Drivers are 
required at all times to stay In 
the extreme right lane, not merely 
to the right of the centre line. 
Don't take your half of the road 
out of the middle, particularly on 
hills. It is non-habit forrfflng. 

3. Right ol Way: The horse and 
buggy days are gone but the 
horse still has the right of way. 
When two cars approach an in¬ 
tersection together, the motorist 
on the right hat precedence. If 
It looks like the other motorist 
isn't going to stop, don’t insist on 
your right of wav. You're a long 
time dead. Whop it comes to a 
choice between safety and the 
right of way. choose safety. 

4. Passing: Never pass on the 
right even though a road hog may 
try your patience to the point of 
exasperation. On two-lane high¬ 
ways, you must leave at least hall 
the roadway clear. On three or 
four-lane highways, drive in the 
outside lane unless passing. 

5. Following other cars: “Keep 
your distance” is the best ruie 
here. The law says there must be 
at least 100 feet between commer¬ 
cial vehicles on highways except 
when passing. 

6. Signals: The law says you 
must signal before slowing, stop¬ 
ping or turning. When slowing or 
stopping, the signal is: left arm 
out and down with palm to rear; 
turhing left, extend hand straight 
out; turning right, out and up or 
straight out with the hand making 
a circular motion 

7. Condition of Car: Keep your 
car in safe operating condition by 
having regular and systematic In¬ 
spection, particularly tires, brakes, 
steering, lights. 


8. Blowouts' If a tire blows out 
don't jam on the brakes and don’t 
throw In the clutch until the car 
has lost all of its momentum. It's 
cheaper to buy a new tire than to 
fix a wrecked body or damaged 
car. If you hit the brakes when a 
rear tire goes, you’ll set up “tail 
sway'' and probably turn over. 

9. Skidding: If proper allowance 
is made for icy, wet roads or oth¬ 
er hazardous conditions, few skids 
need occur. If they do, never ap¬ 
ply brakes suddenly or step on the 
gas. Turn into the direction of the 
skid. When slowing down on a 
slippery road, don't jam on brakes, 
reduce gradually by alternately 
applying and releasing pressure. 
To start your car on ice, pull away 
In high or second. This prevents 
wheels spinning. 

10. Running off Road; If wheels 
run off pavement onto soft should¬ 
er don’t Jerk the car back. Take 
your foot off the gas, leave the 
clutch in and allow engine com¬ 
pression to slow the car down be¬ 
fore pulling back on the pavement 
If you don’t a quick turn of the 
wheel at high speed may throw 
you into the path of oncoming 
trafic. 

11. On curves: Apply brakes be¬ 
fore entering not while rounding. 
To offset the side-thrust.of centri¬ 
fugal force, accelerate slightly on 
the way out.. But you can’t safely 
apply brakes after you have enter- 
ered the curve.

as Grande Prairie, though sUll a 
long way from the end of agricul¬ 
ture In the Peace River country, 
these young men unwittingly dis¬ 
played the lack of education on 
anything Canadian which exists in 
the United States. Fifty years ago 
that state of affairs might have 
been excused. There is no excuse 
for it today. 

The fear that their warm winter 
issues had not already arrived at 
their base in Alaska, worried some 
of the men. and offlcefs too. Ap¬ 
parently they are not much better 
informed on their own territory, 
Alaska, than they are on Canada, 
the north being cold and nothing 
else to them. 

What will they think to find 
gardens with produce comparable 
to any in the middle farm belt of 
the United States, right in Fair¬ 
banks, when they arrive. 

But no better way could have 
been found of teaching Americans 
the facts of life north of the bor¬ 
der than to send their young men 
from every State and every walk 
of life, north to Alaska, through 
Canada, to learn northern living 
conditions at first hand. 


Farmers Draw 
Govt. Payments 

Seventy thousand farmers in 
areas of south-western and west¬ 
ern Saskatchewan and eastern Al¬ 
berta, which suffered from drou¬ 
ght, will receive this year approx¬ 
imately seventeen million dollars 
which will be paid to fifty thous¬ 
and farmers in 1,700 townships out 
of Saskatchewan's 138,000 farmers. 
Twenty thousand farmers in Al¬ 
berta in 1,100 townships, out of a 
total of 100,000 Alberta farmers, 
will receive approximately four 
million dollars. These payments 
will be made to farmers whose 
fields yielded eight bushels or less 
per acre. All farmers it will be re¬ 
membered themselves contribute 
to this limited form of cash in¬ 
surance by payment each year 
of one percent of the value of 
the grain they deliver to country 
elevators. So it will be seen that 
36% of all Saskatchewan and 20% 
of all Alberta farmers will be 
receiving P.F.A.A. payments.

Some Storage Hints 
For Winter Vegetables 


. wav THE 

District Agriculturist 


(Experimental Farms News) 

Most vegetables grown in the 
home garden for winter storage 
lequire low temperature, high hu¬ 
midity storage conditions. These 
requirements are not to be found 
in most basements, but H. T. Al¬ 
len. Horticultural Assistant at the 
Lacombe, Alta., Experimental Sta¬ 
tion, suggests a simply constructed 
room in a northwest or northwest 
corner can be inexpensively built 
and will give fair satisfaction. 
Ventilation should be provided by 
means ot an outside window with 
a cold air inlet pipe and an outlet 
opening with damper controls so 
that a general storage tempera¬ 
ture of 32 to 40 F can be main¬ 
tained. The storage room should 
be kept dark. 

_ All products to be stored should 
be well matured, free from mech¬ 
anical Injury and free from disease. 
Although various vegetable crops 
have different storage requiremen¬ 
ts for best results, such vegetables 
as root crops, cabbage, potatoes 
and celery can be stored success¬ 
fully under similor conditions pro¬ 
viding the temperature is below 40 
degrees F, the humidity is fairly 
hjgh a and there is good ventilat¬ 
ion. 

•Root crops such as beets, car- 
rota. parsnips atW rutabagas re¬ 
quire low temperature and high 
humidity storage conditions. These 
crops are best stored in boxes or 
bins in clean sand. The roots 
should be arranged in layers be¬ 
tween layers of sand that have 
been well moistened before the 
succeeding layer of roots is added. 

Cabbage is best stored successful¬ 
ly in sacks placed on a slatted 
base to permit free air circulation. 

Celery is best stored in three 
to four inches of sand with roots 
lntf£t and with a considerable a- 
mount of earth retained with the 
roots. The sand should be packed 
tightly about the roots of the plant 
and kept well moistened. The tops 
of the plants sho'Ud be kept dry. 
Celery can also be kept for two 
or more months by trimming and 


wrapping with damp newspaper, 
and storing at a low temperature. 

Squash and pumkins should not 
be stored with the root crops. 
They -keep best In a dry atmos¬ 
phere and at a lelatively high 
temperature of 50 or 60 F. 

Onions require a dry atmosphere 
and a low temperature, and where 
these requirements cannot be 
found in a basement they may be, 
found- in an attic Most important 
with onions, however, is to hav<* 
a well matur?ed product that has 
been cured two to three weeks in 
an outside shelter before being re¬ 
moved to indoor storage. 

In central and northern Alberta 
tomatoes seldom ripen a quantity 
of fruit out of doors. Large sized 
green fruit if placed in flat trays 
in a well ventilated warm room, 
will continue to ripen several 
weeks after harvest. 


Occasionally the storage ot veg¬ 
etables grown on the farm pre¬ 
sents a problem in that some dif¬ 
ficulty if experienced in keeping 
over storage vegetables until late 
wihter or early Spring. The follow¬ 
ing suggestions will help those who 
haye experienced sych difficulties. 

It has been found that vegeta¬ 
bles keep best at a temperature of 
a', to 40- degrees F.. However, in 
the case pf potatoes, a more auc- 
cesful storage is obtained where 
the temperature during the first 
*two weeks of storage is kept 
around 60 degrees F. At such a 
temperature tissue Injury that 
may have occurred during harvest¬ 
ing will heal over more rapidly. 

A good thermometer should be 
purchased and hung two feet a- 
bove the floor of the storage cell¬ 
ar. When this is done extra heat 
can be provided when necessary 
due to vVry cold weather. The 
freezing point of ootatoes is about 
28 degrees F. Below this injury
